That secret government, 
iey said, could easily become 
the. basis for a subversive 
movement whicli could rock 
the nation. 


Luciano, now in .Italy, set- 


:les disputes between two of 
the, nation's major crime syn- 
dicates, the senators declared. 


In a preliminary report on its 


far-flung probe, the senate com- 
mittee said the nation is menaced 
by highly organized criminals fi- 
nanced largely by illegal gambling. 


Get Law Protection 


It said they operate in many

The committee estimated "con- 


servatively" 'that $20,000,000,000

Rates Meets Stiff Opposition 


WASHINGTON, 
(AP)—Presi- 


dent Truman's appeal for higher 
)ostal rates ran into stiff opposi- 
tion on Capitol hill today. 


Rebuffed by the last congress, 


the president yesterday renewed 
his request for legislation to wipe 
out "the bulk" of an anticipated 
$521.000,000 post office deficit in 
the fiscal year starting next July 
1. 


Truman declared 
many mail 


users were enjoying "special privi- 
leges in the form of low subsidized 
postal rates," and should be re- 
quired to pay their own way. 


Terms It Excessive 


Rep. Kagen (R-Minn) told news- 


men he will oppose postal in- 
creases "all the way through." 
And he termed the president's pro- 
posal to double existing rates on 


newspapers and magazines "exces- 
sive and way out of proportion." 


Rep. Jenison (R-I11), like Hagen 


a newspaper publisher, said news- 
papers did not oppoe "reasonable" 
increases on second class mailing 
charges. 


"But 
the administration has 


consistently come up with un- 
reasonable increases," all out of 
proportion to increases sought on 
other types of postal 
service," 


Jenison said. 


Other members voiced similar 


objections.

RFC Inquiry 
Recessed to 
Sort Evidence 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Senate 


investigators of favoritism in gov- 
ernment lending indicated today 
they won't urge White House aide 
Donald Dawson to testify lest 
President Truman "just raise hell." 


That was the way Sen. Ful- 


bright 
(D-Ark), who heads a 


banking subcommittee conducting 
the inquiry, put it to reporters. He 
added Dawson's testimony prob- 
ably would not be worth "a big 
quarrel with the White House." 
Actually, the subcommittee is in- 
volved in such a feud already. 
Truman said its report on RFC 
lending practices was asinine. 


One-Day Recess 


After exploring yesterday the 


story of a White Houe stenogra- 
pher's "59,450 mink coat, the group 
called a onfe-day recess today to 
sort over its remaining ammuni- 
tion. 


Its avowed aim is to prove Pres- 


ident Truman was wrong in de- 
scribing as asinine the subcom- 
mittee's recent report to the sen- 
ate that Dawson, E. Merl Young, 
the stenographer's husband, and 
others have made the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation (RFC.) 
subservient to their will. 


Fulbright said yesterday the fi- 


nancing of Mrs. Young's costly 
coat looked like "part of a wide- 
spread pattern of activities with 
which the subcommittee has link- 
ed the names of Dawson, Young 
and Joseph 
H. Rosenbaum. a 


Washington lawyer. The subcom- 
mittee has charged Rosenbaum- 
enjoyed "unusual success' at get- 
ting RFC loans for clients, large- 
ly through Young's help. 


Charged to Rosenbaum 


Young and Rosenbaum confirm- 


ed that the coat was charged to 
Rosenbaum's account with a New 
York City furrier, and paid for by 
Rosenbaum. with Young signing 
a note to pay him back later. 


The two men also described a 


variety of loans and other finan- 
cial gifts Young has received from 
Rosenbaum. 


Young's affairs are scheduled 


for more public airing Thursday.

Slothowever by two-and-three 
to one. Slothower piled up 'a 
three-tq-pne majority in his 
own bailiwick, the 4th. 


In a priniary four yearf ago, 


1947, 
their'positions were revers- 


ed. Hofmann-led Slothower by 
5845votes in the primary and went 
on to win the April election by a 
vote of 2,526 to 1,563. 


StilU a Fight 


According to past performances, 


the candidates for mayor will now 
fight for the ballots of approxi- 
mately 1,500 voters who did not 
appear at the polls yesterday. 


Slothower's edge was expected 


in some quarters, unexpected in 
others. Street corner and city hall 
observers were right this time, for 
almost all were predicting a com- 
fortable margin for Slothower in 
the opening round of the second 
Hofmann-Slothower political tiff. 


Two Eliminated 


In the scramble for the eight

uranium hunters. 


Applying such pay-offs even 


to very low grade ores, the AJEC 
said the new bonus offer will not 
take the place of its long-standing 
—and still uncollected—prize of 
510,000 for prospectors who de- 
liver 40,000 pounds of very high- 
grade ore from a newly-discovered 
deposit. 


The commission said it would 


continue to pay for acceptable 
uranium ore at so much a pound 
wherever it is found and that the 
jackpot "bonuses" would be paid 
over and above the regular pay- 
ments.

Agenda for the Coming Big Four Parley 


Can't Write Off Moral 
Wrong in 'Fix' Scandal 


In trying to appraise the recent basketball scandals in 


New York, many sports writers, editorialists and others have 
troubled to point out that much of the blame must be borne 
by educators and parents who were not careful enough about 
the moral atmosphere in which college youngsters develop. 


But in most cases this was not an effort to absolve the 


bribe-taking youths from their own blame in the situation. 


At the College of the City of New York, where three lads 


took bribes to throw games or modify game scores, the stu- 
dent body appears to have been grossly misled in its under- 
standing of the moral issues involved. 


These students, through their campus newspaper and by 


other means, have suggested that the accused athletes be 
wholly forgiven and reinstated to their former college posi- 
tion. The attitude seems to be that the gamblers are at 
fault, but not the boys who listened to them. The students 
may have been influenced by newspapers which stressed that 
some of the players are "underprivileged" and sought to scat- 
ter responsibility over half a dozen places without fixing any 
on the boys. 


Obviously this kind of thinking leaves out a major point. 


You can create conditions which have an unhealthy moral 
tinge and will consequently put great pressure on the cor- 
ruptible youngster. But in the f inal test, the boy had to be 
corruptible to succumb to the temptations. 


College boys have been playing football for many decades 


and no breath of scandal has touched them. They were priv- 
ileged and underprivileged, playing before big crowds and 
small. Even in professional baseball, where one would ex- 
pect more gambling and fixing, only one real scandal—the 
Chicago Black Sox affair—has ever marred thfr record. 


Similarly, college lads the country over have been play- 


ing basketball for long years without any smudge on their 
honesty. And that goes, too, for boys in the schools around 
New York City. 


The plain truth is only a handful took bribes. ' So these 


individuate cannot be freed of some blame for their acts. 
At root, the scandal was their fault. 


The offenders deserve sympathy and compassion from 


all of us. But they do-not deserve to be treated as if they 
had done nothing wrong. That is the great weakness in the 
forgiving attitude of the C. C. N. Y. students. 


As one writer observed, presumably many students are 


suspended from C. C. N. Y. every year for a variety of mis- 
takes. Most of these are considerably less serious than ac- 
cepting bribes. But has the C. C. N. Y. paper proposed that 
all these students likewise be forgiven and reinstated?

"How much should 1 meld when 


I pick up a fair-sized discard 
pile?" asks a Milwaukee corre- 
spondent. 
"Should I meld only 


what is necessary to take the 
pile, or should I meld as much as 
possible of the pile itself?" 


It's a good question, but a com- 


plete answer could easily ffll a 
book. Perhaps we can dig out a 
few general principles. 


To begin with, never put down 


on the table more than you need to 
pick up the pile. You can always 
meld additional cards when you 
get the pile in your hand, but you 
can't take cards back. 


• Now suppose that you've picked 
the pile up and that it's still your 
turn to play. How many more 
cards—if any—should you meld? 


At the very beginning of the 


hand, there is no need to meld 
anything else. Your melds will be 
just as good a few minutes later. 
Nobody will give you a medal for 
putting your meld down before 
anybody else can. 


Later in a hand, when both 


sides have melded, you must 
guided by the state of the score, 
by the likelihood that you can 
keep control of the discard pile 
from then on, and by the likeli- 
hood that one of the opponents 
will meld out soon. 


In general, you tend to meld 


liberally if an opponent is likely to 
meld out very quickly. You tend 
to keep melds in your hand in- 
stead of putting them down if it 
seems likely that you can keep 
control. 


What should you do if you think 


that you can keep control but 
that one of the opponents may 
meld out 
quickly? Use 
your 


judgment. Balance one probabil- 
ity against the other and act ac- 
cording to what seems more like- 
ly to happen. You should prob- 


ably compromise by putting down 
some but not all of your meldable 
cards. 
• • * 


The score may affect your de- 


cision in various ways. If you 
have nearly reached 5,000 points, 
you should tend to meld rather 
ihan hold up. It would be fool- 
ish to get caught and then have 
to start the next hand with 4990 
points or thereabouts. 


If you have somewhat less than 


3,000 points, you sHbuld tend to 
hold up. 
If the hand develops 


well, you will make a 
bigger 


score by holding up than by meld- 
ing quickly, 
poorly, you 


tt the hand develops 
don't mind staying 


under 3,000 points and you'd hate 
to go barely over that mark.

The Doctor Answers 


Rheumatic Fever Likely 
Cause of Heart Disease 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


One of the great scourges of I 


children, and one of the most im- 
portant causes of heart disease, is 
rheumatic fever. It is too soon to 
say that the conquest of this dis- 
ease is just around the corner, but 
there certainly have been some en- 
couraging developments in the last 
few years. 


The first of these lies in the di- 


rection of prevention. Although 
the exact cause of rheumatic fever 
remains elusive, a large number of 
attacks start after an infection— 
often of the throat—with a kind of 
germ called the streptococcus. It 
has been suspected for a long time, 
therefore, that if these strepto- 
coccic infections could be stopped 
in their tracks, it might be possible 
to eliminate or at least reduce the 
number and severity of the attacks 
of rheumatic fever. 


With the discovery of the sulfa 


drugs and the antibiotics, includ- 
ing penicillin, we have received 
powerful new weapons against the 
streptococcus. 
Many 
of 
these 


drugs have now been tried in vari- 
ous combinations and doses in 
places where both streptococcic 
infections and rheumatic fever 
were particularly bad. The results 
an encouraging. 


But then are many unsettled 


problems, too. For example, It 
hardly seems likely that it would 
be wise to give all children such 
powerful drugs Just on the chance 
that they might get a dangerous 
germ 
infection 
and rheumatic 


fever sometime. 


Nevertheless for the youngster 


who has had one attack of rheu- 
matic fever, and perhaps for a few 
others, these new discoveries offer 
lope of cutting down on rheumatic 
fever and thus on the risk of de- 
veloping the worst complication— 
heart disease. 


The other hopeful development 


lies in the discovery of and work 
now being done on cortisone (com- 
pound E) and ACTH, both of 
which have been discussed in this 
column and many other places. 
What we know now is only that 
these substances if given to a per- 
son suffering from an attack of 
rheumatic fever usually bring a 
rather quick and remarkable im- 
provement in most of the symp- 
toms such as joint swelling, pain, 
and fever. 


It is not known yet, however, 


whether they will prevent the de- 
velopment of heart disease, be- 
cause this can be found out only 
after s: long time of observation. 


Of course there are also many 


things to find out about how 
much to give, when is the best 
time to give it, about possible un- 
desirable side effects and other 
things. But even what is known 
now gives hope that both preven- 
tion and treatment of rheumatic 
fever are not as far away as was 
feared only a few years ago.

New Legislation 
Will Circumvent 
Court Objections 


SPRINGFIELD — (AP) — A 


home rule version of the invalidat- 
ed county assessment supervisor 
act is being drawn for presenta- 
tion to the Illinois general assem- 
bly. 


Senator Fred Hart (R-Streator) 


said today the proposed legisla- 
tion will attempt to meet consti- 
tutional objections the state su- 
preme court raised in knocking 
out the. 1949 law. 


Hart and several other senators 


will sponsor the new bill with the 
backing of the Illinois Association 
of Supervisors and County Com- 
missioners. The association fought 
the old act. 


The Hart version would 
per- 


mit counties under township or- 
ganization to create the office of 
supervisor of assessments. It would 
give the new official a big voice 
in fixing property assessments, 
which are the basis for tax bills. 


On Equal Basis 


Lake the 1949 measure, the new 


legislation would be designed to 
>ut property assessments on an 
qual basis within a county. 


Selection would be by a major- 


ty of county supervisors, who 
would fixe the supervisor's salary 
and provide for expenses of his 
iffice. 


Hart's plan omits features of 


he invalidated law which: Made 
the new office mandatory in all 
counties except Cook and St. 
Clair, gave the state revenue de- 
partment a strong say in a super- 
visor's selection, reduced powers 
of boards of review and provided 
'or state payment of each super- 
visor's salary and expenses. 


These features were criticized 


by the supreme court.

Hart said he will introduce a 


companion bill to allow counties

come Tito'a aid in the conflict 
against a common foe, we shall be 
well advised not to jump to the 
conclusion that he is leaning to- 
wards them ideologically. 


True, 
the Yugoslav 
chief-of- 


state is a dissenter against the 
Bolshevist tenet that world domi- 
nation rests in Moscow. He is a 
nationalist and so refuses to sur- 
render the sovereignty of his na- 
tion to Russia. That's why the 
Cominform has expelled him and 
branded him as an outcast. 


But don't forget "that Tito re- 


mains a Communist (though not 
a Bolshevist) and he maintains a 
dictatorship—a tight one. Ideo- 
logically there is nothing in com- 
mon between Titoism and de- 
mocracy. 


There remains one saving grace 


m the situation. While there is no 
possible chance of Bolshevism and 
democracy living side by side in 
amity, there is no apparent reason 
why 
Titoism 
and democracy 


shouldn't geta along. This is true 
because the cardinal tenet of Bol- 
shevism is world domination by 
Moscow, whereas the Tito brand 
of Communism, while a dictator- 
ship, doesn't profess to aim at 
global rule. - 


J.t remains to be seen whether a 


dynamic ^figure like Tito might 
get grandiose ideas as Titoism 
spreads. Still at this reading one 
would envisage him as perhaps 
being the leader (though not dic- 
tator) of iiny Titoistic states 
which might develop. That would 
conform to hi* code of nationalism, 
and any deviation would tend to- 


Foxes May Be Bothersome But 
Hunts Become Social Activity

duff is in the eating. It is unsafe 
to jump to sweeping conclusions 
about Gen. Tito's ambitions. 


Davidson thinks disease knock- 


ed the fox population down but 
that it will recover and multiply 
again. 


Some farmers and sportsmen 


hope not. Others don't object 


Geneially, though, the senti- 


ment is against the fox. Farmers 
accuse him of livestock and poul- 
try raiding. Sportsmen often call 
him a quail and pheasant killer. 


Hatred of the fox built up the 


bounty system which helped along 
that social and fund-raising insti- 
tution: The fox drive. 


Adams county paid 1,500 boun- 


ties last year at $2 apiece. In the 
last six years the county ladled out 
$11,636 
on 
6,262 foxes shot, 


trapped or suffocated. 


But another group of hunters 


(some of whom may still hate the 
animal) argue that the fox is bear- 
able because he's the nearest 
thing to "big game" Illinois has 
left. 


Many Methods 


Some stalk him alone or with a 


dog. Some chase him with horses 
and hounds. Some even shoot him 
from airplanes. 


Aerial hunting of foxes has be- 


come lather ordinary, at least in 
west central. Illinois. Joseph J. 
Higgins of Colmar and Ivan Do 
wacter of Plymouth bagged 68 
foxes and $112 in bounties this 


winter. They shot from the a»r 
most of the time. 


Four McDonough county farm- 


ers—Henry Smith. Harold Reed, 
Estel McKee and Tommy Harmon 
—also knocked off 54, mostly from 
a plane. 


They fire a 12-gauge shotgun 


50 yards from the fox at the end 
of an 80-miles an hour dive, usual- 
ly over bean stubble. Harmon says 
that 50 yards is about as close as 
he can get to make a flying shot 
at the fleeing fox. 


The U. S. Bureau of Land Man- 


agement says an acre of forest can 
be planted with a helicopter at 
a cost of $4 for seedlings, rodent 
control and flying time compared 
to $20 for hand-planting.
